oh the mercilesnefle of the rich 1aa inhoſpitableage,coftipe 
times ; the hand of bounty is cramped, the breaſtes of cha 
rity are dryed vp, the complaint of the Prophet may eucy 
bee taken vp. T here is no mercy inthe Land, there ave vein 
of flint about mens heart ſtrings, CHMen take poſſeſſion oftheſe 
cod: that are common and make them their oVyne by O/urpation 
much like them that proclaime themſclues heyres tothe 
goods of Widdowes and Orphans, Not {ſuch a plentifull 
Nation vnder hcauen , not juch a penurious Nation ynder 
hcauzn. Our Kingdome was once an almes-houſe,and now 
it is turned intoa Chuffer hutch as it were; wealth that was 
once 1noutce , now beates thoſe children ſhee was wont 
to foſter ;it hath given over the Rewards oitice; and is tur» 
ned Trcalurer ; it bath left the houſe at the Pehcane, andis 
come to dwell at the Dogge; it is good for nothing but to 
gorge it ſelfc like himinthe Goſpel.
